2. This application has been reconsidered. Claims 1-21 and 24-3 1 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7,-8, 9, 10, 1 1, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 
26, 27, 28, 29, 30, and 3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kageyama 
(U.S. 6,333,790). 

With respect to claims 1, 8, 9, and 15, Kageyama discloses a method performed by a first 
hard copy output engine (200) including a processor (2100) comprising detecting a first status of 
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a portion of the first hard copy output engine from a sensor in the first hard copy output engine 
(column 5, line 59 to column 6, line 28); receiving a second status detected by a separate hard 
copy output engine (column 7, line 60 to column 8, line 19); the first hard copy engine 
composing an electronic message(report including the first and second status (column 10, lines 
8-32), and the forst hard copy engine transmitting the message over a network (column 10, lines 
8-32). 

With regard to claims 2 and 16, Kageyama discloses the status includes toner low status 
(column 10, lines 8-15). 

With respect to claims 4, 1 1, and 18, Kageyama discloses the message includes 
malfunction items (column 10, lines 8-16). 

With regard to claims 5, 12, and 19, Kageyama discloses the status includes toner low 
status (column 10, lines 8-15). 

With respect to claims 6, 13, and 20, Kageyama discloses the copy engine isa printer 
(column 10, lines 10-26). 

With regard to claims 7 and 14, Kageyama discloses transmitting a consumable order 
(column 11, linesl2-53). 

With respect to claims 3, 10, 17, 24, 25, 27, 28, 30, and 31, Kageyama discloses detecting 
a future need for preventative maintenance (column 12, lines 1-34). 

With regard to claims 21, 22, 23, 26, and 29, Kageyama discloses adding the status to a 
notification list (column 13, lines3 4-37; column 14, lines 38-55).

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-31 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
